To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Worsley  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  lay  before  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  5,584  acres;  the  population 
estimated  at  the  middle  of  1909  is  13,603. 
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In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1908, 1  was  in  the  happy 
position  of  being  able  to  report  the  lowest  Death  and  Zymotic 
rates  on  record,  for  this  district,  there  having  been  no  epidemic 
during  the  year. 

For  1909  I  have  to  report  a  number  of  Epidemics,  which 
have  added  to  the  rates,  but  fortunately,  not  to  such  an  extent 
as  might  have  been,  considering  the  very  serious  proportions 
the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  assumed.  Mumps  prevailed  in 
Roe  Green  during  January  and  February;  Scarlet  Fever  in 
the  same  place  during  February  and  March.  Measles  in  All 
Saints’  and  Boothstown  Schools,  to  such  an  extent  as  to  keep 
away  more  than  half  the  children  in  June  and  July;  whilst 
Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  all  the  last  six  months  of  the  year, 
and  was  the  most  serious  outbreak  during  the  existence  of 
your  Council,  showing  itself  first  in  East  Ward,  gradually 
spread  all  over  Walkden,  the  other  portions  of  the  district 
being  almost  free.

The  Births  registered  in  the  district  amounted  to  321,  25 
more  than  the  previous  year  and  20  more  than  the  ten  year 
average.  The  rate  23  6  compared  with  22‘  for  the  previous 
year,  and  23  5  for  the  ten  years.  The  County  rate  for  1908  was 
24‘86,  “with  the  exception  of  1907  is  the  lowest  recorded.” 

Of  the  321,  156  were  males  and  165  females,  309  were 
legitimate  and  12  illegitimate.  It  is  very  unusual  to  have  more 
female  births  than  male.  In  the  County  for  1908  males  were 
2'47  per  cent,  more  than  females. 

North  Ward  had  101,  Central  69,  East  63,  Worsley  47, 
and  Boothstown  41.  The  rate  for  North  Ward  was  25.6,  Central 
22'8,  East  22  6,  Worsley  20.9,  and  Boothstown  25'7.  North 
Ward  and  Boothstown  have  again  the  highest  rates. 

The  Deaths  numbered  185,  11  more  than  the  previous  year  ; 
including  10  in  the  Workhouse,  and  4  in  various  others  public 
Institutions  outside  the  district— but  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  district ;  91  were  males  and  94  females.  The  total  is  three 
less  than  the  ten  year  average.  The  rate  per  1,000  is  13'6  com¬ 
pared  with  13'07  the  previous  year  and  14'7  for  the  ten  years. 

I  think  the  real  rate  would  be  lower,  if  the  true  population 
was  known— the  estimated  population  is  arrived  at,  by  calcu¬ 
lating  the  rate  of  increase  on  the  same  ratio  as  during  the 
previous  ten  years — 1891  to  1901,  which  puts  the  figure  much 
too  low  ;  as  the  increase  has  been  more  rapid  in  the  last  few 
years. 
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North  Ward  accounted  for  60,  Central  47,  East  33,  Worsley 
26,  and  Boothstown  19. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  118  deaths  took  place  in  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year,  and  only  67  in  the  second  six.  The 
average  rate  for  the  five  months — July  to  November  inclusive 
was  only  7J  per  1,000— a  most  remarkable  occurrence.

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In  comparing  the  position  of  the  different  Wards,  it  is 
striking  the  steady  improvement  in  the  rates  for  Boothstown 
during  the  past  three  years.  In  1903  the  Death  rate  was  20  9, 
and  the  Zymotic  rate  5  4 ;  for  the  year  under  review  the  figures 
are,  Death  119,  Zymotic  '6.  Undoubtedly  the  purifying  of  the 
Brook  has  been  of  great  benefit. 


North  Ward  is  also  improving  its  position,  and  but  for  its 
heavy  Infantile  Mortality  would  not  be  above  the  average  rate 
for  the  whole  district. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY* — Forty-two  children  under 
one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  so  that  for  every  1000 
births  registered,  131  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  one  year ; 
this  is  an  increase  of  10  on  the  previous  year,  and  2  more  than 
the  average  for  the  ten  years. 


North  Ward  had  198  deaths  to  every  1000  born,  Central 
101,  East  156,  Worsley  85,  Boothstown  24.

The  Zymotic  Rate  excluding  Diarrhoea,  is  1'2,  compared 
with  ‘6  the  previous  year,  and  1*05  for  the  ten  years.  Measles 
and  Scarlet  Fever  were  the  cause  of  the  high  rate.  Whooping 
Cough  only  caused  two  deaths,  as  against  four  for  1908. 
Diarrhoea  at  ‘07  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  district.  As 
there  was  scarcely  ary  hot  weather,  there  was  no  summer 
Diarrhoea. 
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Lung  Diseases  other  than  Phthisis  gave  rise  to  38  deaths, 
instead  of  31  for  the  previous  year.  Phthisis  14,  instead  of  12. 

Cancer  still  accounts  for  a  large  number  of  deaths,  13. 

The  Notifications  of  Infectious  Sickness  for  the  whole 
district  amounted  to  230,  compared  with  55  for  the  previous 
year,  and  a  ten  year  average  of  103.  Scarlet  Fever  202, 
Diphtheria  15,  Membranous  Croup  3,  Erysipelas  7,  and  Enteric 
Fever  3. 

There  were  66  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  North  Ward,  61  in 
Central,  56  in  East,  18  in  Worsley,  and  1  in  Boothstown. 

The  18  cases  in  Worsley  were  mainly  in  Roe  Green,  and 
did  not  appear  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  chief  outbreak  ; 
which  occurred  three  months  later,  and  was  kept  within  a  mile 
radius  of  the  Walkden  Monument.  Thirteen  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  only  3  notifications 
of  Typhoid  Fever  were  received  for  the  whole  district,  with  2 
deaths,  and  there  was  only  one  death  from  Diarrhoea.  It  speaks 
well  for  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district. 

Measles  was  the  cause  of  6  deaths,  as  against  1  the 
previous  year.  The  outbreak  was  confined  to  the  Boothstown 
and  All  Saints  districts.  The  schools  in  both  districts  being 
closed  for  a  period  of  three  weeks. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  for  overcrowd¬ 
ing,  as  t  he  new  property  was  only  finished  quite  recently,  but 
your  officers  have  in  view  several  cases  where  they  intend  to 
take  action  in  due  course. 

During  the  year,  97  new  houses  were  completed,  ready  for 
occupation. 

The  Smoke  Nuisance  is  still  with  us  ;  we  have  several 
mill  chimneys  which  give  off  dense  black  smoke— far  more 
than  the  legal  limits  ;  and  the  practice  of  chimney  firing  is  far 
too  frequent  in  spite  of  your  adopting  the  bye  law  against  it. 

Several  of  our  sanitary  streets  remain  in  a  very  bad  con¬ 
dition,  unformed  and  without  drains  to  carry  off  top  water.  Not- 
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withstanding  the  fact  that  Ashpits  are  emptied  under  our  own 
improved  system,  whereby  the  contents  are  not  allowed  to  come 
in  contact  with  the  ground,  extra  labour  is  entailed  during 
scavenging  as  well  as  being  a  danger  to  Public  Health.  Two 
or  three  in  North  Ward  and  one  in  Central  are  the  worst. 
Systematic  inspection  of  the  district  has  been  made,  and  a 
special  inspection,  at  the  request,  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Bakehouses,  Slaughter-houses, 
Factories,  Workshops,  Farms,  and  Cowsheds,  have  been 
regularly  visited.  Full  particulars  of  this  wrork  will  be  found 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  attached.

The  live  years’  averages  for  death  rate  from  1871  to  the 
present,  show  a  steady  fall  in  the  rate  from  227  in  1871-75  to 


14  8  for  1901-05,  and  13*6  for  1909. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  is  in  a  satisfactory 
condition,  except  for  Scarlet  Fever,  which  is  abating. 

In  conclusion  the  year  has  been  notable  for  the  very 
serious  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  for  an  increased  amount  of 
Measles,  and  less  Whooping  Cough,  and  Diarrhoea.

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INSPECTION  AND  ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

In  order  to  bring  about  the  speedy  removal  of  nuisances 
and  insanitary  conditions  of  premises .  it  is  often  desirable  to 
serve  the  Statutory  or  Printed  Notice  under  various  Sections 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts  ;  in  other  cases  it  is  found  more 
expedient  to  obtain  an  interview  with  the  owner  or  person 
responsible  for  the  defects  noted,  and  fully  explain  what  is 
required. 

BLACK  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  my  predic- 
diction  in  my  last  Annual  Report  some  improvement  has  taken 
place  in  regard  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke,  two  of  the 
Manufacturers  in  East  Ward  having  subitituted  Electrical 
power  in  lien  of  Steam,  and  black  smoke  has  been  dispensed 
with. 

There  are,  however,  several  firms  in  the  district  who  might, 
with  advantage,  take  into  consideration  that  black  smoke  is 
waste  fuel,  and  ought  not  be  allowed  to  pollute  the  atmosphere. 
Much  can  be  accomplished  by  careful  stoking. 


EMPTYING  OF  ASHPITS,  BINS,  etc. 

The  emptying  af  Ashpits  is  by  Contract,  and  new  tenders 
were  accepted  during  the  year.  The  district  is  divided  into 
five  separate  Contracts,  extending  over  a  wide  area,  and  with 
increasing  number  of  houses  each  year,  and  the  special  method 
of  emptying  closets  into  trollies,  it  is  becoming  apparent  that 
the  work  will,  in  the  near  future,  have  to  be  dealt  with  directly 
by  the  Council’s  own  men,  instead  of  by  Contract

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  periodically  inspected, 
and  generally  are  found  in  good  condition  ;  three  notices  were 
served  on  occupiers  to  remove  offal  and  manure.  The  Licenses, 
12  in  number,  as  against  13  for  1908,  were  renewed. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

The  number  of  Factories  on  the  register  on  December  31st, 
1909,  was  82,  and  included  12  Spinning  and  Weaving,  11  Bake¬ 
houses,  9  Dress  and  Mantle  Making,  6  Boot  and  Shoe  Repairing, 
12  Joinery  and  Cabinet  Making,  9  Paint  Mixing,  4  Tin  Plate 
Workers,  2  Printing,  1  Cycle  Repairing,  3  Concrete  Works,  1 
Blacksmith  and  Wheel- wrights,  6  Tailoring.  The  Factories 
are  all  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  water-closets.  Six 
notices  were  dealt  with  from  the  Factory  Department,  dealing 
with  Workshops.  There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACTS, 

1889-1899. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  sickness  notified  by 
Medical  attendants  during  the  year  was  230  from  204  houses 
as  against  a  total  of  55  cases  from  51  houses  notified  during 
1908.  Of  this  number  202  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  28  were,  Diphtheria  15,  Membranous  Croup  3,  Erysipelas 
7,  and  a  most  noteworthy  low  number  of  Typhoid  Fever,  only 
3  cases  being  notified  during  the  year. 

From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  Scarlet  Fever 
appeared  in  an  epidemic  form  in  March,  and  again  in  August, 
and  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year.  Each  case  was  investi¬ 
gated  immediately  after  notification,  full  enquiries  were  made 
as  to  origin  of  infection. 

The  outbreak,  however,  appeared  to  be  generally  over  a 
radius  of  about  one  mile  from  the  central  portion  of  the  district, 
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and  were  principally  children  attending  the  St.  Paul’s  Infants 
and  Juveniles’  Schools.  Thirteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium  at  Ladywell,  and  all  recovered. 

Disinfectants  were  freely  supplied,  and  240  rooms  were  dis¬ 
infected  after  the  convalescence  of  the  cases.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  on  the 
register  at  end  of  year  was  29,  as  against  30  the  preceding 
vear.  Two  Farmsteads  have  been  demolished,  and  one  new 
Farm-house  and  Buildings  erected  at  Mesne  Lea, — a  great  im¬ 
provement  over  the  old  buildings. 

Notices  have  been  served  in  four  instances  to  cleanse  and 
limewash  walls  and  ceilings  of  cowsheds  and  outbuildings. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  is  supplied  from  two  central  depots, 
and  cleanliness  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  strictly  adhered 

to. 


PUBLIC  LIGHTING. 

Steady  improvement  is  being  maintained  in  the  public 
Lighting  of  the  district.  The  old  lamps  are  being  replaced  by 
ajjproved  new  lamps,  suitable  for  Incandescent  lighting.  Fifty 
new  lamps  and  fittings  were  fixed  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  lamps  is  now  425 ;  320  of  this  number  are  Incandes¬ 
cent.
